unexamplary Bounty and Munitence ro it, is known 
and admired by all the World. But that which raiſes 
our Admiration even to Aſtoniſhment, and renders it 


matter of Griet, as well as Abhorrence, is, that theſe 


Falſe Fears ſhould be induſtrioutly divulged and ſpread, 
by any of the Sacred Function; and that the Miniſters 
of the Goſpel of Peace, ſhould. to the Scandal of Reli— 
gion, and Reproach of the Gown, turn Incendiaries, 
and inſtead of Inſtilling into the People's Minds, the 
true Principſes at Religion and Loyalty, which has 
always been the Glory and Character of the Church 
England, ſhould now be the Authors and Promoters of 
Scandal, Sedition and Ditcord, : 
And yet however ſtrange and unaccountable it is, 
yet we ſee it's no new thing, to lind Wolves in Sheeps 
Fark) and profefs'd Enemies to Church and State, 
id under Canonical Veſtments, that with more Eaſe, 
and leſs Suſpicion, they might ſeduce her Majeſty's 


Subjects from their Duty and Obedience, aud encreaſe 


the number of a Peeviſh, Diſaffectæd and Ungovern- 


able Faction. : 
This has been very lately too notoriouſly exem- 


plied, in the Perlon and Practice of Mr. Higgrn«,

A Text proper enough for a Lent Sermon, it Mr, 
Higgins had handled it accerdingly, and, like a ſober. 


Divine, excited his Auditors to the great Chriſtian Du- 
ties of Mortification for Sins paſt, and Vigilance for time 


to come, againſt the renewed Aſſaults of our mortal 


Enemies, the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil. But 


inſtead hereof, Mr. Higgins being immers d in a Pe- 
tiſh Party, that are ſeldom pleaſed but when they are 
Uppermoſt, and inveſted with a Power of Perſecution, 


he made himſelf a Property, or Pulpit Eccho, to re- 


ſound their Noi Clamours of the Church being iu Dan- - 


ger under her Majeſty's Adminiſtration ; which none 


are appriz d of but themſelves, nor they neither, till 
they were out of Office; who were as Mute as 


Fiſhes in a Reign when the Church was really in Dan- 
cer, by a Deluge of Popery, and Arbitrary Power, 


breaking in upon us. 


It's ſurprizing to obſerve, how wonderfully the 
want of a profitable and publick Employment, illu. 


minates ſome Men's Underſtandings, and clears their

ther, he fondly hop'd ta keep aut of the Gripes of the 
Law, and ſhun the Indignation of rae People, who 


would never have endured to hear her Majeſty, and 


her Government, D-famed and Abuſcd in open and 
expreſs Words, without a ſuitable Reſentment and 


Return. He wiſhes the Queen a long and pro- 


ſperous Reign for the Church's ſake, and yet is con- 
rinually ſuggeſting. that he Church is in Danger 
under her MajeRy's 4dminifliration !

is Heterodox Divinity in the application; for theſe 
ineſtimable Bleihngsare, and ought to be look'd up- 
on as indubitable Arguments of God'sSpeczal Favour, 
towards us, and in the uſual Methods of Divine 
Providence, are deſign'd to oblige us by his re- 
peated Mercies, to walk worthy of them. But 
our Glorious Succeſſes Abroad, and being bleſsd 
with a good Queen and Peace and Plenty at 
Home, are ſuch ſenſible Grievances to the Preacher, 
and his Party, that ſſhce he can neither deny, 
diſpute, nor diminiſh them, he ſeems refolved to 
pervert the gracious Intention of Divine Good- _ > I 
neſs in beſtowing them, by repreſenting them as 
Fudgments rather than Mercies; which, at once, ac- 
cuſes him of Ignorance or Infincerity, and to ſay 
no worſe, wilful Miſconſtruction.

Here are two dreadful Menaces couch'd under
